1952 were per cent and per cent respec- 
tively, above the first quarter 1951, Whole- 
sale and retail prices continued decline 
the most recent monthly data, but the weekly 
Canadian farm products price index has shown 
upturn recent weeks.

The preliminary index industrial pro- 
duction, which measures the volume output 
mines, factories and electric power plants, reg- 
istered its fourth consecutive, monthly increase 
213.9 For the first four months 
this year, the index averaged Although 
this about per cent below the level for the 
corresponding period last year, represents 
gain per cent over the first four months 
1950.

that 1950. Mixed trends were evidence 
the non-durable manufactures sector. Production 
processed foods and beverages was generally 
near record levels and about per cent great- 
than for the first four months last year. Cut- 
put chemical and petroleum products was well 
ahead the same comparison. Activity the 
paper products industry showed little change. 
contrast, production such industries 
tobacco products, rubber products, leather 
products, primary textiles and clothing was con- 
siderably below the high levels year ago. 
April data, however, indicate improvement 
the trend output for tobacco products, rubber 
products and clothing. 


mainly the lower levels manu- 
facturing output non ferrous metal products, 
electrical appliances and non-metallic mineral 
products, the durable goods index was also 
somewhat below last year’s levels for the first 
four months. The drop April from March, how- 
ever, was the result the large seasonal de- 
cline sawmill operations. The sharp recov- 
ery the production motor vehicles April, 
combined with steadily increasing activity 
the aircraft and shipbuilding industries, resulted 
substantial rise the transportation equip- 
ment index which now stands well above last 
year’s levels. Production iron and steel prod- 
ucts during the first four months showed 
change from the corresponding period 1951. 


Manufacturing production accounts for about 
per cent net national income factor 
cost. Some impression gains output the 
remaining per cent the Canadian economy 
can got from various employment and volume 
series. Gains mining and electric power out- 
put were noted above. Monthly employment 
forestry during the first quarter 1952 was 
per cent over the same quarter 1951. The 
decline the volume housing construction 
was not quite offset increases public and 
private residential construction. Ton-miles 
revenue freight, indicator volume out- 
put arising transportation, was per cent 
over the first quarter 1951. Labour force data 
show increases numbers persons with jobs 
wholesale and retail trade, finance, insurance

business, personal services and government 
service. 


Incomes 


Monthly labour income continued increase, 
comparison with year ago, the first quar- 
ter 1952. The increase amounted per 
cent over the first quarter 1951. four pre- 
ceding quarters, the comparisons with the same 
quarter year ago, have been between and 
per cent; therefore, the most recent compari- 
son indicates some retardation the rate in- 
crease monthly labour income. Increases 
average rates remuneration indicated 
average weekly earnings have been much more 
important than increases numbers, contrib- 
uting the above increases. Average weekly 
earnings the three pay periods ending nearest 
February March and April 1952, were 
nearly per cent above the same period 


1951. 


Farm cash the first quarter 1952 
amounted $585.5 million, per cent larger 
than the amount $494.4 million for the first 
quarter Marketings western grains 
unusually heavy during the first three 
months this year. Further, the Canadian 
Wheat Board distributed farmers nearly $49 
million the form wheat payments during 
this period, while only $18 million was paid out, 
account wheat, oats and barley, the 
first quarter 1951. Income from the sale 
livestock was down result both smaller 
marketings and lower prices than year ago, 
but incomes from dairy products increased 
result both increased production and higher 
prices. 


Retail Sales 


Retail sales April 1952 were per cent 
higher than April 1951. Corresponding gains 
February and March were per 
cent, per cent and per cent respectively. 
The relatively large gain April may attri- 
buted partly Easter shopping, Easter oc- 
curred April this year and last year March. 
will observed that the March increase is, 


accordingly, considerably lower than that re- 
corded for January and February. Department 
stores sales May were per cent above May 
year ago. 


During April sales stores specializing 
household appliances and furniture continued 
levels substantially below last year. Sales 
new passenger automobiles were also below 
corresponding sales ayear ago. However, the 
discrepancy April less marked than 
earlier months. dectine sales lumber 
and building material dealers would appear 
related the decline activity house- 
building. 


For the first four months the year retail 
sales averaged per cent above the same period 
last year. Indications are that price changes 
more than accounted for the value increase 
total sales. Although, indicated below, 
retail prices were declining significantly during 
the first four months 1952, the average 
they were higher than year ago. 


Retail charge and instalment accounts out- 
standing fell from $505.5 million the end

Price Trends—U.S.A. and Canada 


Recent declines the Canadian cost-of- 
living index have been mainly result lower 
food prices, just higher food prices were 
main cause earlier increases the index.

(from 191.5 186.7) and food prices, which 
have large weight the index, have dropped 
points from 250.0 235.3. The clothing 
group has also been declining steadily the 
Canadian index, while rents and certain services 
have been The United States’ con- 
price index has shown definite trend 
direction, the past five months, 
although increased fractionally March and 
April. The latter increases were mainly due 
food price increases, especially fruit and 
vegetable prices April.

Foreign Trade 


exports and imports continued 
very high level April. The value domestic 
exports was more than per cent greater than 
April, 1951 and their volume was also higher 
almost per cent. New post-war records 
were thus established for the month 
value and volume. The value imports was 
per cent less than April 1951, and their vol- 
ume was lower per cent. However they were 
much greater both value and volume than 
any other post-war April. The result higher 
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exports and lower imports was produce 
export balance $27 million the month’s 
trade, opposed import balance $93 
million April 1951. 


The trade situation months 
1952 was similar that April. For the first 
four months 1952, the increase exports 
over the same period 1951 has been per 
cent value and per cent volume. For the 
same four months, import values were per cent 
less than 1951, their volume about per cent 
lower. 


Both export and import prices have been de- 
clining steadily 1952, and April export 
prices fell further 1.5 per cent while import 
prices declined 1.7 per cent. Export prices are 
still higher than the early months 1951, 
however, although import prices have been below 
the 1951 level since February. 1951 the more 
rapid increase import prices than export 
prices contributed significantly the import 
balances trade the first half-year; 1952 
the greater decline import prices has contrib- 
uted the export balances recorded the first 
four months. 


The direction trade April was similar 
that the earlier months 1952, although the 
United Kingdom increased its share Canada’s 
exports and imports and there was some further 
decrease the share the United States 
exports. Changes the first four months 
1952 compared with the same period 
were pronounced. the first four months the 
United States took only per cent Canada’s 
domestic exports, opposed per cent 


the same period 1951, and provided per 
cent imports, opposed only per cent 
The share the United Kingdom 
exports has risen per cent from per cent 
last year, but its share our imports has de- 
clined per cent from per cent. 


Most Canada’s principal export commod- 
ities recorded higher values April than year 
ago. The principal exception the animal 
products category; exports cattle were nil and 
exports beef were small April result 
the United States’ embargo 
Wheat and other grains continued move over- 
seas large volume, and exports newsprint 
and wood pulp were greater than year ago. 
Lumber exports were less than April 1951, 
however. Exports automobiles and parts 
showed smaller increase over the level 
than earlier months this year, and exports 
farm machinery were the value. The 
principal base metals all showed higher export 
values the month, and exports aircraft and 
parts were also higher. 


Average prices imported fibres and tex- 
tiles were per cent below the high level 
April 1951, and the volume imports this 
group has also declined. Imports vegetable 
oils and rubber and fuels were also much 
lower than year ago. Imports aircraft and 
parts were higher, reflecting increased defence 
spending, and imports farm and non-farm 
machinery also rose. But imports automobiles 
and parts were well below their April 
value, and imports many other iron and steel 
items also declined.
